— Means the date on 
which the Delivery Orders or Demand Notices 
arc issued by the Trading Members." 

II. Bye-law 95 shall be substituted by the following 
Bye-law, viz. : — 

“95. The Delivery Talbi Date will be the 25th of 
each delivery month unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the Board before the commencement 
of the contract.” 

III. Bye-law 98 shall be substituted by the following 
Bye-law, viz. : — 

“98. All trading in Relli Hedge Contract and Cot- 
tonseed Hedge Contract in any delivery shall 
come to an end on the working day previous 
to the due date provided that no Trading Mem- 
ber shall enter into fresh transactions on or 
after the. Delivery Talbi Date but the trading 
members would, however, be entitled to liqui- 
date their open position already acquired before 
such date (Delivery Talbi Date) in case no 
demand notices or dolivery orders have been 
issued against those outstanding transactions. 

Every Trading member shall submit to the asso- 
ciation on the Deliveiy Talbi Date statements 
giving the open position on his own account 
and on the account of each of his constituents, 
as at the end of the working day previous to 
Delivery Talbi Date. Every member who may 
have reported the open position to the asso- 
ciation as above, shall report on every succeed- 
ing day the progress of the squaring up of the 
open position with reference to the names of 
the constituents concerned.” 

IV. Bye-law 127 shall be substituted bv the following 
Bye-law, viz. : — 

“127. The buyer and the seller shall send demand 
notices and delivery orders respectively to reach 
the Clearing Section of the Company between 
30 A.M. to 5 P.M, on the Delivery Talbi Date. 

The Company shall send the same on the fol- 
lowing working day up to 6-30 P.M. to the 
respective parties on the basis of their outstand- 
ing position as at the end of the working day 
previous to Delivery Talbi Date,”

V. In Bye-law 127A. — For the words “if 20th or the 
last date of each delivery month" the words “if the 
Delivery Talbi Date” shall be substituted. 

VI. After Bye-law 127A the following shall be inserted 
as Bye-law 127 B, viz- — 

“127B. The amendments to Bye-laws 1(7), 95, 98, 
127 and 127A shall be applicable to the con- 
tracts to be started after the date of approval 
of the said amendments by the Forward Mar- 
kets Commission.” 

VII. In Bye-law 153A the following shall be added 
at the end, viz. : — 

“Provided that in Mustnrdseed November, 1963 
Contract and subsequent deliveries the buyer 
shall pay to the seller 'dami’ at the rate of 
Rs. 1.50 nP. per cent of the value of the goods 
delivered or such other rate as the Board may 
fix from time to time before the commencement 
of the contract with the prior approval of the 
Forward Markets Commission.” 

VIII. In Bye-law 278. the following shall be added at 
the end viz. '. — 

‘The due date rate so fixed shall be subject to the 
conditions, if any, applicable to the contract 
under Bye-law 103A and/or Bye-law 232.”

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, how- 
ever, have power to appoint, at any time or 
from time to time, not more than two persons, 
to be members of the said Vigilance Commit- 
tee, in addition to the members appointed under 
Clause (a). 
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(II) The Vigilance Committee shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of 
any provisions of Bye-laws or of rules, regula- 
tions, orders or instructions issued thereunder, 
or under the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Act, 1952 or on such other matters of a like 
nature as may be entrusted to it by the Board 
either on its own initiative or on receipt of 
complaints of such violations. The Committee 
shall, at least once in every three months or 
oftener, if necessary, send a report to the Board 
about the work done by it," 

After Bye-law 81, insert the following Bye-law as 
Bye-law 81 A, namely : — 

“81 A. (a) Members who enter into forward con- 
tracts (not being non-transferable specific deli- 
very contracts) in the commodities in which the 
Exchange is granted recognition under the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 
under these Bye-laws with or for a non-member 
client shall obtain from such non -member client 
a declaration in such form, giving such particu- 
lars and subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Board in consultation with 
the Forward Markets Commission from time to 
time and submit the same directly to the For- 
ward Markets Commission. The members shall 
not accept fresh business of a non-member 
client who declines to furnish such declarations. 

(b) The powers specified in clause (a) above may 
be exercised by the Forward Markets Com- 
mission in any case where in the opinion of 
the Commission it is considered necessary in 
the interest of trade or in the public interest so 
to do."

(c) The Vigilance Committee shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of 
any provisions of the Bye-laws or of rules, 
regulations, orders or instructions issued there- 
under, or under the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Act, 1952 or on such other matters of a 
like nature as may be entrusted to it by the 
Board either on its own initiative or on receipt 
of complaints of such violations. The Com- 
mittee shall, at least once in every three months 
or oftener, if necessary, send a report to the 
Board about the work done by it." 

2. After Bye-law 223B, the following shall be inserted 
as Bye-law 223C : — - 

‘“223C( 1 ) . Members who enter into forward con- 
tracts (not being non-transferable specific 
delivery contracts) in the commodities in which 


the Chamber is granted recognition under the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 
under these bye-laws with or for a non-member 
client shall obtain from such non-member client 
a declaration in such form, giving such parti- 
culars and subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Board in consultation with the 
Forward Markets Commission from time to time, 
and submit the same directly to the Forward 
Markets Commission. The members shall not 
accept fresh business of a non-member client 
who declines to furnish such declaration. 

(2) The powers specified in clause (1) above may 
be exercised by the Forward Markets Commis- 
sion in any case where in the opinion of the 
Commission, it is considered necessary in the 
interest of trade or in the public interest so to 
do.” 

3, Bye-law 223C shall be renumbered as Bye-law 223D 
and in the so renumbered Bye-law 223D, for the letters 
and word “A” or “B” appearing in line four, the letters 
and word "A”, “B" or “C”, shall be substituted.
